SUGGESTIONS 
AS TO POSSIBLE PREVENTIVES 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Oma, Aug. 11.— Why was it that, during 
the last three years of the War of the Rebell- 
fon, when the volunteer army was stationed at 
all poluts in the far South since infected with 
the yellow-fever, none of the soldiers contracted 
the disease, while every other disorder known 
to medicine carried off its thousands of victims? 
I have heard this question asked, but never 
answered. Perhaps there is no solution of it 
possible. Perhaps they were not good years for 
fever. Perhaps Bronze John had entertained a 
respect for the Northern army which was not 
shared by the people down there, and husband- 
ed his power in order to wreak it upon the unre- 
constructed Rebels afterward. This hypothesis 
is too far removed from the physical to be ten- 
able, Possibly another less improbable may be 
given. Wherever the army went the combus- 
tion of powder was indulged in every day. The 
siege guns marked the rising and setting of the 
sun, and saluted every shoulder-strap bigher 
than eagle whenever it made its appearance. 
In battle the musketry and capnon raised arti- 
ficial thunder and shook the atmospbere into 
convulsions and tears. No day passea in garri- 
son or field that the air was not kept in violent 
motion. If fever is malarial, and is inhaled 
from the atmosphere (a doctor would word it 
differently), it is possible that this constaut agi- 
tation kept it pure. If this is so, would not 
the same causes work the same effect now? If 
at every poiat where the fever makes its ap- 
pearance siege guns were fired daily or bourly 
throughout the feverish months, the rumpus 


in the air would certainly keep it in violent 
motion, preventing the accumulation and 
concentration of the malarial particles. If the 
doctors do not with their learned arguments 
show this 3 to be absurd, it will be good 
enough totry. It is thrown out as a suggestion 
by one who claims to know nothing io particular 
about science, but whose sympathetic cogite- 
tions have drifted in the dire. tion *

day morning in the Counci)-Chamber. Mr.

MR. JULIUS H. HUBER, 
a draughtsman for the®city, was placed upon 
the stand and questioned by Mr. Grinnell. 
Mr. Huber testified that he had been employed 
ip his present position ever since the Court- 
was started, and before the bids were let. 
5 the aid of a bundle of plans he showed the 
Committee just how the building was done. 
The plaus, as they appeared there, were the 


identical ones which were spread out in the 


Council Chamber, and everything was explained 
to every builder witbout favor to anybody. 
Witness was called upon to explain the theory 
of the two sets of plans. 
He said there were two sets, or it might be 
gnid there were two sets. The second one was 
simply acopy of the original drawings of the 
County Court-House plans. The second set, or 
the copy, was made out after tne building was 
closed, and was called the working drawings.” 
These drawings were not an exact copy. There 
were some changes in ornamentation, some 
rosettes left off, and afew other changes were 
meade. The bond-stoncs were put in the new 
drawings. Some of the changes made the work 
less and some more expensive; on the 
whole he thought the work was less. These 
were the only two sets of plans he 
knew of, and when he read the report of the ex- 
perts be could not imagine where they got the 
idea of the two sets of plans from. There were 
no two sets of plans, and be never meant to 
convey the imoression to the Committee that 
there were. The second set, so-called, was simply 
a set of working plans, and they did not amount 
to much. The draughtsmen got the plans of 
the County Building, witb the blue lines marked 
upon them before the contract was let, and all 
the bull lers figured upon them in that way. 
The full-sized details were not shown to every- 
body that he knew of. He did not know how 
they came to be made. Witness was over upon 
the building while it was going on, and he no- 
ticed that 
THE BOND-STONES 
were not going in. He reported the fact to Mr. 
Cleaveland. He was over there again, and saw 
that the bond-stones were still not going in. 
The first time be saw the deficiency he reported 
to Mr. Cleaveland, and he said be would atteod 
to it. After that witness did not think it was 
any of his business, as he was onlv an employe 
in the affair. He thought that anybody who 
knew avything about plans at all would see 
that the bond-stones were to extend clear 
through. He did not see bow any other con- 
struction could be placed upon tne plans. 

He was over the building, and he 
noticed bond-iron ll put around one course 
of stone. He was not upon the work all the 
time, and could not see whether this was going 
on all the time. The object of a bond-stone was 
to make the stone carry the weight of the 
build without Gepending upon any other 
material. There was a vast difference between 
a and a binder. The effectof the 
sbort bond-stone—so-called—was this, that the 
brick wall would now have to carry the weight 
of the building alone, and the stone work was 
only an amental veneering, whereas it 
was the intention of the plans that the 
stone wall sbould carry the weight of 
the building. The piers would have 
to carry about 140 tons, or about seventeen tons 
to the square foot, and be did not cousider the 
brick work sufficient to carry all this weight. 
The stone work had nothing to do with bearing 
the weight. 

Witness was reminded that there was a dis- 
trepancy between his estimate of the weicht 
the piers would have to carry and the estimate 
of Mr. Jordan. This be admitted. He said it 
Was a matter of opinion, also, as to whether the 
walls were strong enough to carry the weight. 
In bis opinion, the walls would have been 
stronger had the bond-stones been put in.

FILLING UP OF THE PIERS. 

The first-story piers were filled up before the 
jasement was completed, and the rest were 
filed up afterward.

Several of the Democratic newspapers, 
under the leadership of the World, have ex- 
hibited an unusual alertness in gathering the 
gossip about the recent Spracvs-Conxz.ixe 
stories at Narragansett Pier, Partisan feel- 
ing has undoubtedly prompted them to give 
the widest notoriety to the affair, and to 
retail all the rumors and theories that natu- 
rally fill the air, with a circumstantiality and 
ah unction that must excite the envy of ex- 
pert scandal-mongers. From their vigorous 
search after the rich morsels of gossip it is 
stated that the “German music-professor ” 
who originally figured as the target for ex- 
Gov. -Srnacve’s shot-gun practive was a 
myth, and that it was really Senator Conx- 
La's gore which the ex-Senator and ex- 
Governor of Rhode Island insisted upon 
shedding. The New York World's dispatch 
from the scene of action says that the New 
York Senator went to Narragansett Pier, 
ordered his luggage to be sent to Mrs. Kare 
Cuasz Spracve’s house, was sought out 
there by SpraGuz, commanded to leave the 
premises in five minutes, and was then fol- 
lowed by the husband, who desired to make 
sure that the New York gentleman took his 
departure from the town. It is also related 
that Mrs. Spracte quit the Srricvz man- 
sion immediately, remained at a hotel over 
night, and departed for Providence next day. 
Then, leading up to this dramatic’ denoue- 
ment, there is an account of manifold indica- 
tions during the past few years (more or less 
of which havé come to the public ear) of 
growing intimacy between the New York 
Senator and the woman in the case. Senator 
Coxxiaxo's frequent visits to Mrs. Srracvs, 
who has been living in Washington at the 
place left by her distinguished father; the 
absence of the Senator 's family from Wash- 
ington during the same period; the Senator’s 
failure to attend his daughters wedding 
which occurred at Utica a few months ago; 
alleged meetings between the Senator and 
Mrs. Sri at a house of a “mutual 


‘| friend”; the marked attentions which Mrs. 


Srracus has shown the Senator in the shape 
of bouquets and tinted notes sent to his desk 
in the Senate Chamber from the gallery 
above; the Senator’s active agency in secur- 
ing for Mrs. Srracvuxz a remission of city 
back-taxes on her dwelling, and exemption 
from future taxation upon the Washington 
estate left her by the deceased Chief-Justice 
Cuasz, her father,—these and numerous 
other facts and fancies are cited to account 
for an intimacy which prompted ex-Gov. 
Srracue to give Senator Conxiane just five 
minutes to quit the house, unless the latter 
preferred to remain and be filled with alugs. 

The scandal is yet in its jnfancy, and it is 
safe to predict that it will, in its inevitable 
development, evolve many more salacious 
details, extending to the previous careers of 
both parties to it. Kare ORA Srnacvr is 
& handsome, dashing woman, whose appear- 
ance, manner, and eonspicdity in Washing- 
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times and different cases. ‘His appearance 
on the floor of the Senate, asking almost 
as a personal concession the remission of 
several thousand dollars due the Government 


aging feature about any general cohvictjon 
that he held improper relations to the object 
of the public charity he solicited. Azxan- 
per Huron once endured the humiliation 
of confessing an illicit amour in order to 
relieve himself from the imputation of offi- 
cial corruption, but Senator ConxkLINnG can 
only justify his agency in securing a special 
exemption of Mrs. Spracunz from a debt to 


the Government by convincing the public 


that he was actuated by purely disinterested 
motives. Mrs. Brain herself will, per- 
haps, be better able to bear the scandal, 
whether true or false, than Senator Conx- 
LING, because she must know that her ac- 
tions have been freely criticized, and she 
may have become somewhat hardened and 
indifferent to the ordinarily frightful feeling 
a woman has when her fair name is 
bandied about freely. If there had been 
nothing more than the gencral im- 
pression, which has obtained for many 
years, that there was something besides pure 
affection between ex-Gov. Spracuz and Miss 
Cuasz that led to their union, that fact, 
coupled with Spracvsz’s subsequent failure 
and the apparent estrangement in such fre- 
quent and prolonged separation from his 
wife, would have furnished food for scandal ; 
but perhaps a woman gets used to that, 
though it it is unpleasant to believe so, At 
all events it is the penalty of a public breach, 
whatever the cause or nature of it, that the 
affairs of the men and women involved be- 
come public property as long as they possess 
interest enough to attract public attention. 
There is no doubt that this fact has wrought 
many heart-burnings and worked much 
injustice, but it is not easy to say how the 
matter can be changed; and so the Srracuz 
family and the Conkling family—the inno- 
cent and guilty alike, if guilty ones theré be 
—must suffer the shame of the public scan- 
dal that has gone too far to be extinguished 
or smothered.\ * 


A FIATIST IN HIS RIGHT MIND. 

It is comforting to know that a person 
who has been afflicted with a mental hallu- 
cination has been cured, and that his mind 
has been toned up to that degree of health 
which enables it to resume ite normal func- 
tions. When the Greenbackers, or Fiatists, 
are referred to in the newspapers as ‘‘luna- 
tics,” the expression is often regarded as a 
sarcasm or à term of reproach, whereas it 
signifies an abnormal condition of the senses 
which prohibits a man from clearly compre- 
hending the affairs of life. To a person 
capabie of understanding the elementary 
principles of political economy, especially 
that branch of it relating to finance, the 
‘* idees that are from time to time advanced 
upon the currency question by these infla- 
tion-fiatists séem like the disordered fantasy 
of a dream more than like the logical proc- 
estes Of reasonable beings. It is not, there- 
fore, with feelings of contempt so much as 
sorrow and pity that the opprobious epithet 
of lunatie is applied to them. 

We are gratified to know that a prominent 
inflationist in Wisconsin has been cured of 
his lunacy, and has taken a position in favor 
of honest money that will, we hope, help to 
clear the vision of some of the more intelli 
gent of his recent associates. We refer to 
the action of Ool. Gronda B. Goopwim, a 
prominent lawyer of Milwaukee, in declining 
to be a candidate for Attorney-General, 
which nomination was tendered him by 
‘‘ Brick” Pomeroy’s Wisconsin Union La- 
bor party” that assembled at Watertown on 
the 15th of July. Col. Goonwr, like Ool. 
May and Col. Urzuzy, who were nominated 
for Governor and Lieutenant-Governor, was 
formerly identified with the Republican 
party, and, being an able and eloquent advo- 
date, he became somewhat famous in Wis- 
consin as @ political stump-orator. Some 
years’ ago, when the fiat epidemic was 
taging, Goopwim became infected with it, 
and, until now, has been identified with the 
fiat crowd, and has often spoken in public 
in defense of the infistion vagaries. The 
Colonel’s letter of declination is simply 
an emphatic renuncistion of the whole 
Greenback scheme as enunciated in 
the Watertown platform.

VAN DE MOORTEL AND THE JESUITS. 

The story of Father Va pe Moorrer re- 
vives recollections of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, His renunciation of the Society of 
Jesus, his avowed purposé to unite with the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, his return to 
the bosom of the Catholic’ Church, and his 
sudden disappearance from ,public view, 
these events, following eachsother in rapid 
succession, constitute a romantic episode in 
striking contrast with the realistic character 
of the present age. The reverend father 
gave as his reasons for his withdrawal: 1, 
„The absolutism of the Jesuit Society 
what might be called the tyranny of the 
Order, which is exercised not only over. the 
body, but over the mind and soul, especially 
on the will and intellect”; and, 2, the 
dogma of Papal infallibility. These points 
were fully stated and enlarged upon in the 
father’s interviews of Saturday afternoon. 
He declared that he had severed his connec- 
tion with the Jesuit Order of his own mo- 
tion, and forever. But the same evening he 
penned and forwarded to the several city 
newspaper offices the following note of re- 
cantation ; 

„The sympathy expressed on all sides by my 
old friends is so true and heartfelt that I find my- 
self unable to resist it. I retract what I have said 
against the Church of Rome, and Iam resolved to 
retorn to the Church that opens ita arms to receive 
back an erring child.” 

This is the only thing the public knows of 
Van pe Moonrzz, the late. Jesuit priest, 
sinee the moment of his departure from 
Canon RxOWIs house, where he had been 
hospitably and fraternally entertained. He 
left there without the slightest intimation of 
his purpose to abseond, his note of recanta- 
tion of Protestantism is without date or 
mark of locality, and all efforts to trace the 
whereabouts of its author have proved abor- 
tive. The probability is that he has gone 
into retirement to give himself time for re- 
flection, or to do penance for his sins, He 
is no longet a Jesuit. On this point the 
constitution of the Order is impetative,— 
‘Once out, forever out.” The baekslider is 
no longer fit for the Society of Jesus,” 
but will do for the services of 
the Catholic Church. This fact leads 
naturally to a consideration of the 
pectliar features and history of the 
remarkable religious order known as the 
„Society of Jesus.” It is nearly three con- 
turies and a half old, having been fonnded 
by St. Ioxarros Lorona in 1539, and sane- 
tioned by Papal bull in 1540. Its motto is: 
To Gon’s greater glory.” Its members as- 
sume the threefold obligations common to 
all Catholic religious orders—chastity, pov- 
erty, and obedience ”; and in addition bind 
themselves unreservedly to go as missionaries 
to any country which the Pope may indicate 
to them.” The Order is independent of the 
Catholic Church proper, maintaining a sepa- 
tate establishment, and is subject only to 
the Pope. Of course thé Order is the very 
incarnation of mental and spiritual despot- 
ism. Loyota was its first General, His 
theory was that All things would go well 
in the world if it wers brought 
into a state of absolute, wunreasoning, 
utgainsaying submissivencss to a single 
hand ruling it for its good. The members 
of the Society are exenipted from the ordi- 
nary duties of other morks; they practice no 
rigorous austerities; perform their principal 
work in secret, acting openly through inferior 
agents, and are exempt from all episcopal and 
civil jurisdiction and taxes. Their positive 
prerogatives of power are in inverse ratio to 
their exemptions from the obligations com- 
mon to other monks. A single instance only 
need be mentioned. They ean absolve from 
all sins and eclesiastical penalties, change the 
objects of the vows of the laity, and acquire 
estates without further Papal sanction, which 
is not even permitted to Archbishops tncon- 
ditionally.” 

The government of the Society has this 
peculiar feature: that while the General ap- 
pears to be the supreme ruler, under the 
Popé, he is in fact the subject of a sleepless 
éspionage at the hands of an officer called a 
Monitor, chosen by the same authority 
which appoints or elects the General. The 
Monitor follows the General with the tire- 
less persistency of a shadow, with the right 
to “admonish” bim and the power of ap- 
peal to the Pope! Hence it follows that, 
while the members of the Society are slaves 
to the General, the General is the slave of 
the Monitor. The course of examination 
for admission (us a novice) to the Society is 
extremely rigid. The tiovitiate extends over 
two years, to be devoted solely to prayer and 
moditation, and the study of Loyors’s 
„Spiritual Exercises.” After admission, from 
fifteen to seventeen years are devoted to 
study and teaching in the colleges of the 
Order. This long course makes the mem) et 
master of all knowledge beyond the pale of 
the Church. Then six years are spent in 
the study of theology and the Oriental lan- 


j guages. Afterwards a second novitiate of 


one year is passed in retirement and the 
of the constitution of the Order. 
Then follows the final degree of full meniber- 
Thus equipped with all the knowl- 
which the school-room can confer, 
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trol, and (4) schooled in the art of influencing 
others to his will. 

Evan Zorn, in his great romance, The 
Wandering Jew,” powerfully illustrates the 
vast power of the Society, the endless ramifi- 
cations of its influence upon Governments 
and society during the seventeenth century, 
its tenacity of purpose, and ita invincibility 
in great undertakings, by reason of its ad- 
mirable organization and despotic character. 
He represents the agents of the Order as 
employing for the attainment of its ends 
evéry known human instrumentality, both at 
home and in the uttermost parts of the 
earth; as exciting and playing upon every 


human passion; as now cringing at the feet 


of power, and anon facing monarchs with 
baughty defiance; as remorsclessly erushing 
innocence and virtue, and pandering to vice; 
as now stimulating bitter animosities and 
hates, and anon exhorting to the loftiest de- 
votion and the gentlest piety,—all to bring 
to fruition mighty schemes for the ad- 
vancement of the material interests of 
the Order. The will-power and fortitude of 
the superior agents of the Order are repre- 
sented as marvelons. Rom, who was 
charged with the duty of diverting from the 
lawful heirs to the coffers of the Society an 
estate of 200,000,000 francs, exhausted every 
art of intrigue, stratagem, falsehood, and 
violence in pursuit 6f his unholy purpose. 
But at the suproms moment he was pros- 
trated by an attack of cholera, Lying at the 
point of death, he still gave orders and die- 
tated correspondence looking to the success 
of his plot to save 200,000,000 frances to the 
Society. Being asked whether he could en- 
dure the torture of the movas,—burning of 
the skin of the chest,—he replied, ‘‘7'o live, 
J would lt you cut me limb from limb. 
Leave me my head ; you may take all the 
rest. And in an interval of the application 
of the burning wicks, bearing on his chest 
four bleeding wounds from which the blood 
trickled slowly down, Roprx wrote this mem- 
orandum: It is better not to lose any time. 
Inform Baron Tamron of the warrant is- 
sued against Lon, 80 that he may be on 
his guard.” ö 

It is well that the gentle Vaw pz Moonret 
has left the Society of Jesus, never to return. 
Its disciples were formerly made of sterner 
stuff. Our apostate from the Jesuits will 
find, after years of penance, a more con- 
genial fisid in the body of the Catholic 
Church proper. 

THE CINCINNATI FRAUD-HUNT. 

It was undoubtedly the expectation of the 
Democrats that considerable political capital 
would be made out of the Congressional in- 
vestigation into the alleged frauds at the 
Congressional elections in Cincinnati last 
fall. The inquiry was specially designed to 
elicit testimony which would reflect upon 
the system of National supervision in Con- 
gressional elections, and thus sustain the 
desperate effort of the Democrats at the last 
session Of Congress to repeal the National 
Election laws. Had any fraud or partisan 
advantage been discovered, the Democratic 
politiciand would have poitited to it as a 
sample of the practical operation of the 
National system of supervision, although the 
Democrats of Cincinnati had actually ex- 
cluded themselves from setting up any such 
theory in their case because they refused to 
avail themselves of the equal privilege 
extended to both parties under the 
law; nevertheless, their own partisan 
perversity in declining the appointment 
of Democratic Supervisors would not 
have prevented them from charging 
up all irregularities and unfair advantages 
to the system itself. But their investigation 
failed to bring out any evidences of fraud or 
partisan advantage. It resulted in showing 
that the memorialists who asked for an in- 
vestigation had no knowledge of their own 
about the alleged frauds, that their petition 
was based upon false statements, and that 
the fucts would not warrant a further ex- 
penditure of the public money in search of 
irresponsible rumors without any foundation 
in fact. 

The investigation really reflected more 
upon the Democrats than upon the Repub- 
loans, because it showed that the money 
used by the Republicans was employed main- 
ly in hiring Democtatic experts in repeating, 
like Ern Hotzanp, to prevent the fraudulent 
voting that had given the Democrats an un- 
lawful majority two years before. This was 
a case of setting a thief to catch a thief, 
which is an unpleasant but sometinies 
desirable device for apprehending and 
checking villdiny. Democratic Keutuck- 
ians were also employed to spot 
the imported votefs from acromé the 
tiver, and prevent them from votitig three or 
four times for a Cincinnati Congressman 
efter having already voted once or twice for 
a Kentucky Congressman.

These ignorant serfs are unable to com- 
prehend that an idle person cannot furnish 
employment to set another idle person at 
work. They do not seo that when a laborer 
ceases to produce he has nothing to give in 
exchange for what he wants and needs, and 
when he cannot purchase things some other 
person depending on an exchange of prod- 
ucts with him is thrown out of work and re- 
duced to involuntary idleness, 

The general employment and prosperity of 
laborers depend upon two things: first, on 
finding an employer who will pay them 
wages for work; secondly, on the employer 
finding a remunerative market for the joint 
product of his capital and the workmai’s la- 
bor. 
The people who can furnish any market 
for the products of others must be earning 
something for themselves; they must be 
working and producing things to sell and ex- 
change. If B follows the advice of the 
crazy Russian Nihilists and stops work, he 
outs off the market for A’s production, and 
forces A to tease work. Then we have two 
men idle, and they quickly become drones in 
the hive who want to eat while they are pro- 
ducing nothing themselves, and cannot pay 
for what they consume. In other words, 
they are patpers. The Nihilist notion is 
that the more voluntary paupers there are 
the better it will be for the labor classes! 
This doctrine may be accepted among the 
illiterate serfs of Russia, but it will hardly 
pass current in this country except among 
the most ignorant and unreflecting of the 
foreign population. : 

It must be manifest to all who think that 
demand for goods determines the number of 
persons who can find employment, and it is 
equally evident that demand is limited to the 
ability of the consumers to ptirchase prod- 
uta. Consumers can purchase in proportion 
to their earnings and income. If laborers 
earn nothing, they naturally have no income, 
and therefore can purchase nothing, and, of 
course, that reacts back on the producers by 
cutting short the market for their goods.. It 
is a noticeable fact that good times are 
accompanied by a general employment of 
labor. When everybody willing to work is 
busy, times are good, because the earnings 
of each one provides a market for another; 
each consumer is then in condition to put- 
chase the products of another man's labor, 
and then there need be no idleness. But 
this idiodie Nihilist scheme reverses all this, 
and proposes to make times good for the 
industrial classes by stopping earnings and 
the power to buy the necessaries and wants 
of life. The proper place for these Nihilists 
is iti an insane asylum, for their scheme 
shows a disordered state of the mind.

WAGES ON FARMS. 


A REPORT BY THE AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT 
ON THIS SUBJECT. 
Ry ond to New York Tribune. 

Wasnineron, D. C., Aug. 7.—An interesting 
chapter in the forthcoming report of the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture will be that relating to 
the agricuitural labor question. The Depart- 
ment bas been gathering information in every 
county in the Unien with regard to the rate of 
wages paid to farm-laborers and the average 
cost of living. 

The returns disclose the fact that in all quar- 
ters of the Union (with the exception of Minne- 
sota, California, Colorado, Oregon, New Merico, 
and Washington Territory) the average monthly 
rate of pay for farm-laborers declined during 
the year ending last April trom 8 to 15 per cent. 
At the same time, the expense of living in the 
majority of States declined in equal or greater 
proportion, so that the relative condition of the 
laborer really improved during the year.® 

The average rate of pay in New England for 
farm-laborers on yearly eugagements, without 
board, averages $20.81 per month, against $22.60 
at the beginning of the vear,—a decline of 10 
per cent. The average cost of living has fallen 
from $9.18 to $8.02 per montn,—a decline of 
more than 18 per cent. In the Middle States 
the conditions were reversed; the ruling month- 
ly pav of the farm-!abor being $19.69,—a decline 
of 7 per cent,—while the average cost of living 
hed declined only (ber cent. in New York 
alone farm-laborers receive per cent less 
than they did a year earlier, and pay 10 per cent 
léss for their living. The south Atlantic States 
reduced labor 15 per cent and subsistence 16 per 
cent, and in the Gulf States labor fell 5 per cent 
and subsistence only 3 per cent; the average 
pay in the former being 6 1.19, and in the latter 
$14.50 per month. In the nine inland States 
east of the Mississippi the monthly pav Varies 

rom $15.50 per month south of the Ohio to 

.90 in the North.—the rate of decline in wages 
being a fraction less than that of the cost of 
living: while in the six States west of the Mis- 
sissipol the present average vay for farm-labor 
is $28.81 per month,—a slight fucrease over that 
of a year earlier,—and the price of subsistence 
falis off about 2 ber cent. : 

West of the Mississipvi the increase in the 
rate of wages is chiefly due to the extension of 
mining operations. In this region a large num- 
der of artisans have apvrovriated public lands 
and seek to pay for their claims by working 4 
part of the time at their trades. Quite a num- 
ber of farm-laborers have done likewise, and 
they Work part of the time tor wages on the 
farms of others. The large immigration has 
enlarted the stock of labor, but it is to a great 
extent somewhat inefficient in character. All 
who desire work can get it. No surplus is re- 
ported from any county in Colorado in the 
two Pacific States the average monthy pay of 
farm-!aborers is $38. against $35.62 one year 
earlier, —an increase of 4 r cent. — while the 
cost of living bas incre fully 18 per cent. 
In New Mexico, Dakota, and Washington Ter- 
ritory there isa demand for skilled and uo- 
skilled American labor at remunerative wages. 
In Utah laberers receive §28.87 per month,—a 
decline — 1 * the year, —and a 
surplus abor is repo ‘ 

n the New England and Middle States there 
seems to be a surplus of labor in certain local- 
ities and a deficiency in others, which should 
render the average demand about — tot 
supply. The general rate of pay for skill 
labor—shoemakers, blacksmiths, carpenters, 
etc.—is slowly rising, and is belle vod to mark 
the return of better times for the farm-laborers. 

Astatement of the average rate of wages 

aid te agricultural labor in several countries in 
. will be of interest as affording a basis of 
comparison between the condition of the Amer- 
ican and the Eu ao farm-laborer. From the 
tables prepared the report of Secretary 
Evarts upoa this subject the following informa- 
tion is gathered, the fieures referring to the 
year 1878: Agricultural laborers in England re- 
cefve, without board or lodging, an average per 
month of $15.60; tm Ireland, $14.73; in Scot- 
lind, $19.42: in Normandy, $12.44; in Italy, 
$15.19; in Spain, $14.95; ia $13.65.

It is a well-known fact 
that Jay Gould—or, which is the same, 
the Wabesh—asked, some time ago, to 
get a share of the west-bound Pacific 
business to go via the Kansas Pacific and the 
Colorado Central to Hazard, on tne Union 
Pacific. The trunk lines thus far have refused 
to accede to this impudent demand, but in the 
meantime Mr. Gould is gett ng his work in, by 
diverting from the lowa noo! lines a large share 
of the east-hound Pacific business by send na it 
from Hazard via the Colorado Central, Kansas 
Pacific. St. Louis. Kansas City & Northern, and 
Wabash roads, in al! of which he hasan interest.

deemed necessary, whenever such places are de- 
clared infected with avy contagious or infectious 
disease. in order to secure uniform regulations and 
to enable public carriers to co-operate intelligently 
with the United States authorities to prevent the 
spread of any infectious or contagious disease, and 
at the same time to obviate as far as possible any 
unnecessary interruption to. and disorganization 
of. the commerce of the country?

convention should be held.

Ballot-Box Manipulator, 


Another Horse-Thief—Rows, Burglaries, 
and Larcenies. 


FRIEDBERG’S BRICE. 


THE “BULLION” DEALERS, JOHN HANSEN AND 


H. J. WALKER, 

who are alleged to have gotten $2,800 from 
Leeser Friedberg, the pawnbroker, for a brass 
brick, were presented to Justice Wallace st the 
South-Side Police Court yesterday afternoon. 
A. 8. Trude appeared for the prisoners, and the 
Prosecuting Attorney and Evert Van Buren for 
the State. The charge was “the confidence 
game.“ 

Mr. Cameron exbibited the brick, and er- 
plained the little game to the Court. 

Detective Aldrich asked for a continuance. 
There were other parties who hadn’t been ar- 
rested, and some witnesses to be looked up. 

The defense interposed no objection to a post- 
ponement. 

In referring to the question of bail, Mr. Trude 
claimed that 

HANSON 

was au employe of Friedberg.—that he gave 
Hanson $270 to fetch him to the two men, so 
that be could secure the stuff.“ Hanson 
knew nothing about the brick. As to Walker, 
it would be shown that he bad not committed 
the crime charged. The brick was represented 
to Friedberg as the fruit of the robbery 
of a stage-coach near Deadwood, and 
the party were desirous that he should buy it, 
He entered into the scheme, the property was 
subjected to chemical examination by bim, and 
he bought it. The law gave Friedberg no relief 
under such circumstances. 

Mr. Cameron remarked that the men bored 
into the brick and put the filings into a paper in 
order that they might be taken to an assayer’s. 
They changed the paper, substituting one that 
had real gold in it, and the assaver pronounced 
it good gold, fourteen carats fice. 

r. Trude repeated his former statement. 
Friedberg had gone to Detectives McDonald and 
Steel and told them that the brick was jewelry 
melted up,—the proceeds of a robbery, and he 
believed a murder. And he desired the offi- 
cers to catch the men. His (Friedberg’s) 
purpose was not to deliver them to public jus- 
tice, but 

TO GET THE PLUNDER,— 
an old game. He (Trude) thought the bail 
should be fixed in view of the improbability of 
conviction, ‘The public verdict was the proper 
judemevt. All thought Friedberg bad been 
treated right. 

Mr. Cameron said his toformation was that 
Friedberg went to the officers and told them 
that a party bad some goods he wanted to sell. 
—he didn’t know whether jewelry or ingots,— 
and he asked whether property like it bad been 
stolen; and the officers said no. 

Mr. Trude went on to refertoa mau whose 
hand was red with blood, and was ivterruoted 
‘by Mr. Van Buren, but it did no good. Where 
a man enacted the role of brosecutor in a case 
who was a well known criminal. who was the 
central figure in the most “infamous group of 
pestilential scoundrels.” 

Mr. Van Buren jumped in again, but subsided 
when Mr. Cameron said: It don’t burt; let bim 

on.“ 

The Court as much as told Mr. Van Buren if 
be interrupted again he would order bim thrown 
out. Trude had his ear,“ and was entitled to 
it, unless the Court said “stop.” 

So Trude proceeded. Friedberg’s statements 
were not entitled to the tame degree of cre- 
dence and judicial resoect as those of Mr. Leiter. 
The theory advanced by the Prosecuting-Attor- 
ney was Friedberg’s theory. , 

THE JUSTICE

Mrs. Friedberg, who was standing beside her 
husband, nudged him, and Friedberg said, I 
have nothing tosay.”’ 

Finally the case was continued until 2 p. m. 
Wednesday, the defendants being held in 82,500 
each, which they gave, and thereby secured 
their release from custody.

HOW IT. WAS. 
THE “ NEWS” AND THE MAYOR. 

For some days back the Vews has been quite 
severe in its strictures upon Mayor Harrison’s 
Administration, especially touching bis manage- 
ment of the Police and Fire Vevartments. As 
an effort to explain this, the Tee rap has re- 
peatedly stated that this was due to the fact 
that one of the editors of the News bad tried to 
get from Mr. Harrison the nlace of Registrar of 
Scrip, and that it was owing toa failure to do 
this, or to bulldoze Mr. Harrison into giving the 
office, that a policy of abuse on the part of the 
News was resorted to. 

An investigation of the facts shows that this 
explanation is not a cofrect one. After Mr. 
Harrison was elected he called upon Messrs. 
Stone and Lawson, of the News, and asked them 
if there was anything ſu bis gift which they 
wanted. They answered in the negative, stat- 
ing that they would not even make a suggestion 
in regard to appointments. At a later time the 
Mayor saw Mr. Stone, ahd sdoke to him in re- 
gard to appolotmenié for the Board 
of Education. In that case also Mr. 
Stone refused to say anything on 
the subject. In a subséquent conversation of 
the Mayor’s with Mr. Lawson the latter gentle- 
man stated his position ſust as be and his asso- 
ciate had previously stated it—that they cidn’t 
ask for anything, and @idn’t care to make any 
suggestions; nor did they wish to ask any fa- 
vors, because it might ibly hereafter inter- 
fere with their freedom t action. 

On one occasion Mr. Mhrrison called upon Mr. 
Stone at his house and said to bim that Mr. 
J. K. C. Forrest had made an application for the 
position of Registrar of Scrip. Mr. Stone said 
that he was a good mam and that Mr. Harrison 
could make a worse appointment, but that if he 
appointed Mr. Forrest it must not be considered 
a favor to the News at all. Possibly for the 
reason that Mr. Stone did not urge the appoint- 
ment, Mr. Forrest was not appointed. Furcher- 
more, Mr. Forrest is not an attache of the News. 
He is in tbe habit, of bringing in con- 
tripations for its ,..columns, especially 
on financial subjects. and when they 
are acceptable they are used. He has contrib- 
nted in the same manner to other papers, with 
which be has vo more official connection, how- 
ever, than he has with the News. 

A reporter of the News yesterday saw the 
Mayor, and called his attention to these para- 
graphs. The Mavor, iu speaking of *hem, said 
that they were uutrue, and denied that the News 
had ever asked any favors of him.

The accounts of the South Russian cereal crops 
have been very contradictory. Advices from Nico- 
laleff. under date of July state that the wheat 
and rye crovs promise well, it being the spring 
crops that have suffered from dro and other 
causes. In the Caucasus, howevef, the crops have 
been nearly destroyed by grasshoppers, but these 
provinces are less important than others which 
furnish supplies for the Black Sea ports. On the 
whole. a average wheat crop is expected. 
The shipments from South Russia still continue 
quite moderate and chiefly for Continental ports. 

The cereal of Austra-Hungary are matur - 
ing unfavorably. The wheat crop is expected to 
be very much less than last year,—it was 110, or 
10 above an average,—but this year the early esti- 
mates make the crop 75 per cent of an average. 

The crop repor from italy and Spain continue 
unfavorable. and it is expécted both these coun- 
tries will require to import considerable foreign 
wheat during 1879. 80.

ther removing many of the anomalies of our 
speling. This was to be efected “ by marks, 
points, and alterations of the present charac- 
ters.” Later, Isaac Pitman, of England, pre 
sented a fonotypic scheme, consisting of forty 
characters—retaining twenty-thre leters of the 
present alfabet and ading seventeen new ones. 
Many advanced thinkers hartily indorst Mr. Pit- 
man’s scheme,and an American convention 


| went stil farther and aded thre more letters to 


the alfabet. Books and newspapers wer pub- 
lisht in the fonetie types: and for a time it did 
realy seem as if we wer going to hav a genuin 
reformation. But Usage and habit, which bay 
becom a sort of second nature, took the alarm. 
The new characters had in many instances 
to be guest at; and the majority 
ot the peple wer too indolent or too careles to be 
wiling to giv the litle time and labor necesary to 
master the newsystem. Prejudice was stronger 
than principle, and the new reform seemed to 
bay almost died out. 

But ther wer ernest, thotful men stil at work. 
Recognizing the fact that it is imposible to in- 
duce the milions of English-speaking peple to 


radical changes in the old one, the reformers 
hav at last set out in the right wav, and ar now 
endevoring to efect their ends by gradual ap- 
proches, even as a skilful General makes slo 
advances upon a fortres deemed well-ni im- 
pregnable. The American Filological Asocia- 
tion—composed of som of the ablest scholars in 
the cuntry—has indorst and recomended the 
imediate adoption of the foloing changes in 
the orthografy of twelve words in common use: 

Tho, thru, gard, catalog, ar, gu, liv, demagog, 
hav, definit, infinit, wisht. 

T-h-o spells tho as much as n-0 spells no; 
thru for through is better than b-l-u-e for 
blue, for it has no silent letters; g-a-r-d is as 
good agard as re-gard; c-a-t-a-l-o-g is as good 
as a log of wood; ar is as good as car or bar; 
e has no more bisnes in giv, liv, and hay than in 
giving, living, or having. E is as unnecesary at 
the end of definit and infinit as an extra tail 
wud be at the front end of a dog; hè can’t make 
any use of it. Wisht is the oldest and best 
form of the past participle of the verb to wish, 
and has the sanction of the riters of the purest 
English. 

These few changes in orthografy hav several 
8 They ar simple and easily under- 
stood. Te hav the saaction of the hiest filo'og- 
ical authority in our country, so that any news- 
paper or periodical may adopt them with- 
out suspicion of ecsentricity or pedant- 
ry. They require no nes types 
or changes of old ones. altho 
they wil ad to the economy of printing, by the 
saving of time, labor, and space. ‘They ar each 
and alin the regular and proper tendency of 
our language to greater simplicitv, which ot to 
be sedulusly eucuraged. It wil not be necesary, 
in the adoption of the changes abov cited, for 
any editor or publisher to “make a blo” about 
it; be has only to inaugurate the change, tel 
his critics that be noz how tospel beter than 
they doo—and in less than a twelymonth he and 
bis readers wil be astonisht at the ease with 
which the revolution has beep accomplisht, 
and—that no one ever thot ot it before! In 
recemending to you and other publishers the 
adoption of these changes, I am taking no very 
advanced ground—not even so advanced as I 
am myself wiling to stand upon. For I hartily 
concur in the rules recomended by the Speling 
Reform Asociation for imediate use.” They 
ar as follows: 

1. Omit a from the digraf ea when pronounst 
as e short, as in hed, helth, and silent leters gen- 
eral 


y. 

2. Omit silent e after a short vowel, as in hav, 
giv, etc.; and words ending in ance and ence, as 
chance, hence, etc. 

3. Write F for ph in such words as alfabet, 
fantom, etc. 

4. When a word ends with a dable leter, omit 
the last, as in eg, shal, clif, etc. 

5. Change ed final tot when it has the sound 
of t, as in lasht, imprest, etc. 

6. Omit al duble consonants. 

If 177 one thinks that the adoption of these 
rules wil create confusion, he has only carefuly 
to obsery the orthografy of this comunication ; 
and I opine that only the ve:iest old fogy wil ob- 
ject to any part of it, except it be indust for in- 
duced, and produst for produced—and for those 
the rules are not to blame. 

The objection has been and wil be made to the 
foregoing amended*spelings that they ar incon- 


to step forward and utilize them. 

Very few persons are insensible to ridicule, 
and this alone has don more to retard the prog- 
res of speling reform than anything els. Every 
school child looks with pitv or contemt upon 
poor spelers,’ and few stop to reflect that 
orthografy is the most arduus of al the studies 
placed before our children, consisting, as it does, 
almost entirely of comiting to memory a — 

nd words incomon use, trusting to the lex- 
icon to aid in geting over those more rarely used. 
it has been wel sugjested that one of the most 
efective modesof advancing the speling reform 
would be for certain clases—say religus editors 
in one, mechanical editors in another, printers 
in another, and so.on—to unite and say that 
from and after a certin date the wad 
adopt the recomendations of the Filolocical 
Asociation, and also certin emendations 
in the technology of their own bisines. ‘The 
sucses of this plan has been wel tested in the 
adoption of the ‘new speling of “catalog” by 
nearly every prominent librarian in this cun- 
try; and ther is good reason to beleve that in a 
few vears no treatis upon bibliograty will be 
publisht which shal contain the obnoxius we. 
Alredy som of our typografical jarnals bay 
adopted the emendations heretofore advocated, 
and it is hoped that others wil soon fal into 
line “ and keep step to the music of progres. 

In conclusion,the writer wuld urge al who feel 
any interest in this important subject to join 
the Speling-Reform Asociation, and to do al els 
in their power to forward the reform. The cost 
of membership is but $1 per annum, and secures 
to the member a copy of each of the buletins 
isued, which wil be found not only to giv a cur- 
ent history of the progres made in this mov- 
ment, but also aford important hints and suges- 
tions as to the best modes of advancing the 
work.

Lives Have Been, and What They Will Be.

Moored at the Castle Garden Dock yesterday 
afternoon, and apparently a little impatient te 


get under way, lay Wal tre little steamer Vul- 


can, half ferry and f freight boat, under an 
engagement with the Frary Cutlery Company, 
of Bridgeport, Conn., to take about 130 cutlers, 
who arrived from ‘Sheffield in the Algeria on 
Tuesday night, to that enterprising Connecticut 
town. The men are accompanied by their fam- 
ilies, and speak with less sadness than would be 
pardonable under the circumstances of leaving 
their English for American homes. The ma- 
jority of them are still young, between 20 and 
years of age, perhaps, and are, Mr. Frary 
says, fair physical and intellectual samples of 
the open, hospital, quick-tempered, improvi- 
dent British workman—fond of bis deer, 
taking no thought for the morrow, 
having no social or political anfbition, 
content to be kicked by his superiors, and to re- 
taliate by kicking his inferiors, if he should be 
so fortanate as to findthem. There were some 
sad and weather-beaten, but no sodden and 
brutal faces in the lot. The points, perhaps, 
which would be most readily noticed by an acute 
observer familiar with American workmen of 
the same class were a certain look of firmness 
in the contour of the mouth, and of decision of 


movement. The compression of the lips which 
one marks as a universal American trait is re- 
placed oy the slightly open mouth and a listless, 
gawky expression. The walk lacks the direct, 
uowaveriug movement of the American. Strong, 
well-Knit, broad-shouldered as be is, the man 
rolls and swings from side to side, instead of 
going forw straight as an arrow from the 
bow. He is curved like a plow-jogger, wants 
suppleness in the region of the hips, and drags 
bis feet after him in lieu of lifting and putting 
them down. But a glance shows that there is a 
vast amount of work in him, and a vast amount 

good-nature, combined with an invincible 
obstinacy when he has once made up his mind.

Salary Reduetion in the Water Department. 
To the Batior of The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, Aug. 10.—Will you allow me a 
small space in your valuable paper to say a few 
words in regard to the 5 per cent reduction in 
the Water Department! Carter Harrison would 
have it appear that it was voluntary on the part 
of the employes that their wages should be re- 
duced, but at the same time he threatened im- 
mediate dismissal to any - one who should ob- 
ject. Now that he has given us a chance to 
howl, I hope he will get enough of it in the fu- 
ture. While he may think that the men in the 
Water Office are receiving too much pay, he 
should think of the duty of the men emplored 
at the pumping-works before he tampers with 
their pay. While those in the office are receiv- 
ing from 875 to $100a month for a few hours’ 
work per day, and can wear a nice suit of clothes 
at tneir labor and have every night's rest, and 
Sundays included, the majority of the men at 
the pumping-works receive from 3855 to 

per month, and have to delve in 
the oil, smut, and dirt of a poorly- 
ventilated fire-room or engine-room every day 
in the month (Sundays included); and, very 
often, after working ten hours, they are re- 
quired to come back and work all night repair- 
ing the engines, or filling the place of some sick 
man. It has happened frequently that they 
have been compelled to work continually thirty- 
six hours without rest or sleep. All that with- 
out one cent of extra pay. As was stated by 
the City Engineer to the Council, the engines 
are run to their full capacity during the day, 
and it can be seen that the only time for repairs 
is at night. It is no small amount of repairs, [ 
can assure you. All must be done by the men 
who bave worked a legal day’s work previously. 
Now these are some of the mer uvon whom his 
Honor is about to place his thumbscrew to 
squeeze 5 per cent out of their wages, and make 
it appear that it is voluntary on their part. I 
think it would be well to let this department 
alone, or he may find both pumping-works 
stopped some noon, for men working suen hours 
for such pay are not particular, when they can 
do as well, if not better, elsewhere. I thiok the 
best thing his Honor can do is not to intertere 
with the pay of the men, and to see justice done 
all, and the men paid for their extra time. I 
also think it would be well for his Honor to take 
official notice of this, as it may be beneficial to 
him in the future. Kuionr.

chinery, ete., causes all the mischief, because 
one man witha machine in any department 
can do the work of two to ten 
persons who work without this aid of modern 
ingenuity. This ideais equaliy false. Had we 
not the aid of machinerv we should not be able 
to enjoy one-half of the comforts and verv few 
of the luxuries of life that we do. This is evi- 
dent to all who possess kaowledge enough of 
the past toenable them to compare it with the 
present. Again, cavital has been credited with 
being the cause of all this suffering from lack of 
employment, and this also is false; 
tor who could give employment and pay 
for it except those who possess capi 
Rightly used, capital is the best friend of the 
working people, but, like all other good things, 
when misused becomes a curse that grindeth 
the voor in misery, engulfing its accumulators 
in ingatiable desires, who becomes slaves of 
their possessions. 

Only the man with moderate means can be 
happy. Free from the dreadful misery that 
want of the necessaries of life causes, and with- 
out wasting bis mind and soul on the accumula- 
tion and preservation of untold riches, he can 
enjoy lite in this beautiful world, and bemg a 
part of society his aims and pleasures should be 
to work for its welfare. As a large portion of 
mankind has failed to reach this higher level, 
they combine to make restrictions above which 
no one shall be allowed to rise, preventing m- 
dividuals from exercising their natural right of 
liberty. This is the greatest of barbarism, and 
the difficulties complained of cannotin that 
manner be remedied. 

Advance mast bethe motto of man. This 
progress is, undoubtediv, just as true a law as 
any other that we may find in Nature, although 
often returned or retarded. The question should 
not be bow to stop this progress, but how toac- 
celerate it so that mankind may taste the 
sweetness thereof. 

The writer has the greatest confidence in co- 
operation, as being the means whereby ameliora- 
tion can be expected. The old system of work- 
ing for wages is wrong; it is against human 
nature to exert itself so much for others as it 
will for self, and at the moment a man labors 
for himself it becomes a pleasure. Instead of 
longing for the end of the day, as is the case 
when paid for time, he wili then not find the day 
long enough. And, although he mar at the end 
thereof have accomplished several times as 
much as he would when paid for the time in- 
stead of the job, ne feels less tired; for the 
will has deen pulling half the load. 

I have worked sixteen to eighteen hours out 
of twenty-four, and have been far happier un- 
der those conditions than when davs have been 
spent in inactivity, for want of something todo. 

So far as 1 have been able to learn the work- 
ings of co-operative societies they have satisfac- 
torily solved the difficulties between labor and
